PART ONE: GENERAL OBSERVATIONS (PART ONE OF THREE) 

1. EMBASSY WELCOMES AND STRONGLY SUPPORTS VISIT BY 
SECRETARY BUTZ. VISIT WILL PROVIDE EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY FOR 
DISCUSSION WITH SENIOR GOB OFFICIALS OF IMPORTANT ISSUES 

OF MUTUAL CONCERN AND WILL BE EXTREMELY USEFUL IN PROMOTING 
US BRAZILIAN DIALOGUE IN THIS SECTOR. SECRETARY'S PUBLIC AP- 
PEARANCES WILL BE OPPORTUNITY FOR AUTHORITATIVE STATEMENT OF US 
VIEWS ON INTERNATIONAL ISSUES AND FOR ADVANCEMENT OF US COMMERCIAL 
INTERESTS IN BRAZIL. 

2. FOLLOWING RECEIPT OF REFTEL A ECON COUNSELOR AND ASSISTANT 
AGRICULTURAL ATTACHE MET WITH OFFICIALS OF MINISTRIES OF AGRICUL- 
TURE AND EXTERNAL RELATIONS ON MAY 30 AND JUNE 2 TO DIS- 
CUSS SECRETARY'S FORTHCOMING VISIT. DR. PAULO AFONSO 

ROMANO, SECRETARY GENERAL, AND DR. LAMARTINE, COORDI- 
NATOR FOR INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, IN TURN DISCUSSED THE 
SUGGESTED SCHEDULE WITH MINISTER PAULINELLI. SEC 
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GENERAL SAID THAT SECRETARY BUTZ WOULD BE INVITED AS 
THE OFFICIAL GUEST OF MINISTER PAULINELLI. AMBASSADOR 
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AND MRS. CRIMMINS WOULD BE HONORED TO HAVE SECRETARY 
AND MRS. BUTZ STAY AT THE AMBASSADOR'S RESIDENCE DURING 
THEIR VISIT IN BRASILIA. (THERE WOULD ALSO BE QUARTERS 
AVAILABLE AT THE RESIDENCE FOR ONE ADDITIONAL PERSON.) 

3. MAJOR ELEMENTS OF THE VISIT, AS WE SEE THEM, WOULD BE: 

A) TWO PUBLIC SPEECHES BY THE SECRETARY TO THE AMERICAN 
CHAMBERS IN SAO PAULO AND RIO. ONE OF THESE 

-THE SPEECH IN RIO - COULD BE DEVOTED PRIMARILY TO 
A BROAD REVIEW OF THE GLOBAL OUTLOOK FOR AGRICULTURE, AND US 
VIEWS ON THE ISSUES ARISING FROM THIS GLOBAL SETTING, HIGH- 
LIGHTING, EXPLAINING, AND ADVOCATING RECENT US PROPOSALS ON 
WORLD FOOD PROBLEM. THE SAO PAULO SPEECH COULD DEAL WITH 
US AND BRAZILIAN AGRICULTURAL POLICIES, THE COMPLEMENTARITY 
OF US AND BRAZILIAN INTERESTS IN AGRICULTURE, SPECIFIC 
COMMODITY ISSUES, AND THE POSSIBILITY AND ALTERNATIVES 
FOR US-BRAZILIAN COOPERATION, IN THE PRIVATE SECTOR. 

B) TWO SUBSTANTIVE SESSIONS WITH MINISTER PAULINELLI. 

THE FIRST OF THESE, ON FRIDAY, JUNE 20. COULD DEAL WITH 
BROADER ISSUES OF CONCERN TO SEVERAL MINISTRIES 
SUCH AS THE OUTLOOK FOR THE MTN IN AGRICULTURE, US 
AND BRAZILIAN VIEWS ON THE EC’S AGRICULTURAL POLICIES, 

NEXT STEPS ON THE WORLD FOOD PROBLEM, AND THE WORK OF 

THE NEW AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE. 
SUGAR POLICY MIGHT ALSO BE DISCUSSED BECAUSE 
THE SUGAR INSTITURE FALLS WITHIN THE JURISDICTION 
OF THE MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE, 

AND OUR BRAZILIAN COUNTERPARTS HAVE SUGGESTED THE 
POSSIBLE PARTICIPATION OF MINISTER SEVERO GOMES IN THIS 
PART OF THE SESSION. (ALTHOUGH WE HAVE IN NO WAY 
ENCOURAGED THIS, THE BRAZILIAN SIDE MAY RAISE FERTILIZER 
EXPORTS AND US COFFEE POLICY) 

THE OTHER SESSION, ON SATURDAY, JUNE 21, WOULD CONCENTRATE 
ON ISSUES OF CONCERN PRIMARILY TO THE TWO MINISTRIES 
OF AGRICULTURE, INCLUDING A GENERAL DISCUSSION ON THE 
STATUS AND PROGRESS OF BRAZIL'S AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT 
AND THE POLICIES AND INSTITUTIONS THROUGH WHICH 
THE GOB PURSUES THIS DEVELOPMENT; AND EXCHANGES OF VIEWS 
ON SPECIFIC COMMODITIES AND CROPS SUCH AS SOYBEANS, WHEAT, 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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AND BRAZIL’S CATTLE INDUSTRY. THE STATUS OF US AID 
PROGRAMS IN AGRICULTURE COULD ALSO BE PROFITABLY DISCUSSED. 
THE ROLE OF FOREIGN INVESTORS IN BRASIL'S AGRO-BUSINESS 
SECTOR, CURRENT AND PROSPECTIVE, STRESSING INTERNATIONAL 
COMPETITION IN THIS AREA, AND THE SYSTEMS OF INCENTIVES 
OFFERED BY THE GOB, MIGHT BE A FOURTH GENERAL TOPIC FOR THIS 
SESSION. 

C) PROTOCOL VISITS (SOME OF WHICH MIGHT OFFER OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR SUBSTANTIVE EXCHANGES) WOULD INCLUDE THE 

FOREIGN MINISTER AND THE GOVERNORS OF RIO AND SAO PAULO STATE. 
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A LETTER FROM PRESIDENT FORD TO PRESIDENT GEISEL WOULD BE 
USEFUL IN CONNECTION WITH AN AUDIENCE WITH THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC. IN ADDITION, THE SECRETARY WOULD CALL ON THE SEC- 
RETARIES OF AGRICULTURE IN RIO AND SAO PAULO STATE FOR A 
DISCUSSION OF THE AGRICULTURAL SITUATION IN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
STATES. 

D) IN RIO AND SA PAULO, THE SECRETARY WOULD MEET WITH 
THE US AND BRAZILIAN BUSINESS COMMUNITY TO OBTAIN A VIEW 
OF BRAZILIAN AGRICULTURE AS SEEN BY THE PRIVATE SECTOR. 

4. A MAJOR UNSOLVED QUESTION CONCERNS THE INSTITUTIONS 
AND FACILITIES THE SECRETARY WOULD WISH TO VISIT. 

THIS PROBLEM IS COMPLICATED BY ITHE SIZE OF THE COUNTRY AND 
THE COMPLEXITIES OF THE LOGISTICS. WE HAVE DISCUSSED THIS 
QUESTION EXTENSIVELY WITH DR. ROMANO, SO FAR INCONCLUSIVELY, 
AND SUGGEST SEVERAL TENTATIVE ALTERNATIVES BELOW. 
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DEPARTMENT PLEASE PASS AGRICULTURE 

5. EMBASSY RECOMMENDS THAT THE POSTURE FOR SECRETARY'S 

VISIT BE THAT IT IS INTENDED AS A CONTINUATION OF 

EARLIER EXCHANGES BETWEEN THE TWO MINISTERS AND REFLECTS 

THE GROWING IMPORTANCE OF BRAZIL IN WORLD AGRICULTURE 

AND OF US-BRAZILIAN TIES IN THIS SECTOR. TO THE 

EXTENT POSSIBLE, TO TAKE ACCOUNT OF BRAZILIAN SENSITIVITIES, 

VISIT SHOULD BE PRESENTED AS IN RESPONSE TO

BRAZILIAN INDICATIONS OF INTEREST, OR EVEN INITIATIVE,

IS ABOUT 100 KILOMETERS SOUTH OF BRASILIA NEAR CRISTALINA. 

BY CAR, THIS WOULD BE WELL OVER AN HOUR; VIA 

THE BRASILIA-BELO HORIZONTE HIGHWAY TO CRISTALINA AND 

FROM THERE OVER 40 KILOMETERS OF PRIVATELY-OWNED DIRT 

ROAD TO THE FARM HOUSE. ALTERNATIVELY, THE SECRETARY 

AND A SMALL PARTY COULD REACH THE FARM BY SMALL PRIVATE 

AIRCRAFT IN ABOUT 20 - 25 MINUTES. THE OWNERS OF THE 

FARM HAVE OFFERED TO MAKE THEIR TWO PRIVATE AIRCRAFT AVAILABLE. 

THERE IS ALSO THE POSSIBILITY OF RENTING SUCH AIRCRAFT 

IN BRASILIA. ALTHOUGH THIS PROJECT HAS BEEN 

UNDER WAY FOR ONLY SIX AND ONE HALF MONTHS, OUTSTANDING 

PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE IN TRANSFORMING THE CERRADO INTO 

PROFITABLE CROP LAND (RICE, CORN, SOYA, AND POSSIBLY SUGAR, 

ETC.), AND THE OWNERS HAVE DEVELOPED INTERESTING TECHNIQUES 
TO MANAGE CERRADO SOIL. (SEE EARLIER EMBTEL.) 

TO COVER THIS EVENT BY CAR, THE SECRETARY WOULD 
BE REQUIRED TO POSTPONE HIS DEPARTURE FROM BRASILIA TO 
18:30 HOURS, TO ALLOW A VISIT OF ABOUT 1 HOUR AT THE FARM. THE 
OWNER WOULD ARRANGE FOR A BRIEFING ON THE TECHNICAL AND 
FINANCIAL PROBLEMS ENCOUNTERES IN DEVELOPING THE FARM. 

ALTERNATIVE TWO: A REST PERIOD, FOLLOWED BY A 
SIGHTSEEING TOUR OF BRASILIA, AND AN EARLY DEPARTURE 
AS SCHEDULED AT 17:00 HOURS. 

17:15- PRESS CONFERENCE AT AIRPORT PRIOR TO DEPARTURE. 

ASSUMING THAT THE SECRETARY DECIDES TO VISIT FAZENDA 
DE TRES BARRES BY SMALL AIRCRAFT, THE EMBASSY RECOMMENDS 
THAT THE DEPARTURE BE SET BACK FROM 1700 TO 18:00 HOURS TO
